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Fears expressed 
about democracy 
eroding 


Creative youngsters awarded at

OPPOSITION 
councillors on 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
have voiced fears 
that democracy is 
being eroded with 
amendments to the 
local authority’s 
constitution. 

Conservative eoun- 
eillor Matthew Voisey, 
who asked for a review 
of the constitution, 
said he wanted to see 
certain changes made to 
increase democracy and 


open government on the 
Labour-run council. But 
rather than improving 
things, he said democ¬ 
racy was being “closed 
down” following the 
findings made by a 
cross-party group tasked 
with considering various 
measures. 

Cllr Voisey had 
asked for a shorter time 
period for questions and 
motions to be reinstated, 
the power to question 
cabinet members follow¬ 
ing their announcements 
at full council, the right 
for the three largest 



opposition groups to 
make announcements 
and for the timing of 
council meetings to be 
reconsidered. 

But none of his sugges¬ 
tions were taken forward 
following the review, 
with the group instead 
putting forward its own 
recommendations. 

At a full council 
meeting on November 
20, some opposition 
councillors criticised the 
findings of the group, but 
they all ended up agree¬ 
ing the measures with 
one amendment. 

As a result, council 
meetings will continue 
to take place during 
the day as opposed to 
in the evening. A vote 
in the summer saw 17 
out of 45 councillors 
vote in favour of holding 
evening meetings.

Why no Sunday 
buses? 

I HAVE lived in Rhoose since 1997 and this bus 
route has always had its problems with time¬ 
keeping and reliability, with buses running 
late at times and sometimes not even turning up. 

Despite a number of changes of ownership this 
problem never seems to go away. At present the 
service is run by NAT Travel Group, the only bus 
service running through St Athan and Rhoose; they 
have recently changed the timetable, with no prior 
warning. 

The service now runs from Bridgend to Llantwit 
Major as the 303 and then as a separate service the 
304 to Cardiff via St Athan and Rhoose. I acknow¬ 
ledge that this has possibly been done to try to 
improve the bus times between Llantwit and Cardiff, 
which is a good thing; but cannot understand why 
when you print a timetable out online, other than The 
Blue Anchor pub and the airport, none of the stops in 
Rhoose are included. 

The major problem with the new times is that 
there seem to be no buses at all from Llantwit to 
Cardiff on a Sunday, which means that people in St 
Athan and Rhoose are cut off from each other if they 
do not have an alternate means of transport. How are 
people supposed to be able to get to work or hospital 
on that day? This is the first time I have known there 
to be no bus service on a Sunday. 

Answers from both NAT and the Vale council as 
to how this was allowed to come about, please: when 
the populations of both villages have increased by so 


much over the past four years.

Veterans being left

nohomelessveterans.org.uk), funded by the Forces in 
Mind Trust, calls on local authorities, homelessness 
charities and advice agencies to ‘Think Veteran’ 
when people approach them in housing need, in 
order to effectively identify former Servicemen 
and women and channel them through to the best 
possible support. 

The fact that this Christmas there will be veterans 
sleeping in inappropriate accommodation, in hostels 
and on the streets, is unacceptable. 

By working with local authorities and providing 
a clear pathway to housing, we can put an end to 
this and make sure no veteran is without a home at 
Christmas.

In reply, the organisation said that it is considering 
12 options in connection with the Dinas Powys 
Flood Risk Management Scheme; Do nothing/walk 
away; Do minimum/business as usual; Natural flood 
management on Cadoxton River; Channel storage 
on East Brook; Upstream flood storage; Flood 
defences along Cadoxton River in Dinas Powys; A 
short flood defence at the end of St Cadoc’s Avenue 
(right bank) to six properties; Improve conveyance 
at A4055 Cardiff Road bridge; Heavy channel main¬ 
tenance of the Cadoxton River; Flood relief channel 
to East Brook; Property flood resilience/protection 
measures; Combinations of the above. I, and fellow 
community councillor Richard Grigg believe the 
public needs to be fully briefed about the options, 
although at times it can be a challenge.

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Scheme will transform 
and celebrate connty’s 
green spaces 


GREEN spaces across 
Bridgend County Borough 
are about to be trans¬ 
formed over the next four 
years as a new National 
Lottery Community Fund 
project, ‘Green Links’ is 
launched by the charity, 
Plantlife. 

Plantlife is committed to speak¬ 
ing up for the nation’s wild plants 
and working to proteet and build 
understanding of the vital role 
they play in everyday life. 

‘Green Links’ will work to 
eelebrate green spaees in the 
county borough that have become 
important havens for threatened 
wildlife. 

The area is lueky enough to 
have seven nature-rich green 
spaces whieh will be utilised and 
improved with the help of ‘Green 
Links’. 

The project aims to make 
eonneetions so that people can 
nurture green spaees and green 
space can benefit people. 


Plantlife’s Helen Bradley said: 
“By highlighting their importanee 
and value, people will grow to 
love and eherish these areas and 
feel a sense of pride in what is on 
their doorstep rather than seeing 
them as just plaees to walk the 
dog.” 

Green spaces such as Kenfig 
National Nature Reserve, 
Tremains Wood and Bryngarw 
Country Park will also benefit 
from this project. 

Keeping these areas healthy is 
key for wildlife and getting local 
people involved is vital to the 
upkeep and management of these 
spaces. 

‘Green Links’ aims to make 
a eonnection between the com¬ 
munity and green spaces by 
providing opportunities for active 
involvement and promoting the 
use of green space for volunteer¬ 
ing, learning and enjoyment. The 
projeet also hopes to create lasting 
benefits by training volunteers, 
edueators and loeal partners to use 
these green spaees for skills build¬ 
ing, conservation and well-being 


activities. 

There will be an array of pro¬ 
ject activities taking plaee from 
2019 through to 2023 which will 
develop through feedbaek from 
partners and people within local 
communities including: 

New scientist activities - Local 
schools could be supported to 
create a citizen seience activity 
focused on plant life at Kenfig 
National Nature Reserve or it 
eould be used as a training activ¬ 
ity for educators. 

Conservation activities 
- opportunities for local com¬ 
munities to learn new skills 
and help manage and monitor 
green spaces. Training sessions 
could be held with volunteers at 
Bryngarw Country Park around 
plant monitoring. 

Wellbeing activities - such 
as family health walks themed 
around medieinal plants or wood¬ 
land mindfulness training for 
community workers. 

Some project activities are 
already under way and have 
received positive feedbaek. 


Bailiffs sent to collect 
parking fines 


SOME 50 warrants a 
month are being issued by 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council to bailiffs to pur¬ 
sue drivers who haven’t 
paid fines for parking 
infringements. 

The loeal authority says it is not 
unusual for some drivers to have 
20 outstanding fines, with others 
having been fined up to 40 times 
for parking dangerously outside 
schools or in bus stops and on 
zig-zags at crossing points. 

The fines relate to a mobile 
camera car which the couneil 
bought in early 2018 to crack 
down on unsafe or illegal parking 
by schools and other areas. 

During a recent scrutiny com¬ 
mittee meeting on enforeement, 
the council’s traffic management 
and parking team leader Phillip 
Angel said the council had 
received £43,000 from tiekets 
being issued to drivers in the ear’s 
first year. 

Mr Angel said the majority of 
people paid during the diseount 
period - fines are £70 which is 
discounted to £35 if paid within 
the first 21 days. 

He added that about 100 war¬ 
rants are being issued for bail¬ 
iffs every two months to enforce 
the law. 

Mr Angel said: “It’s not ideal 
but it is what it is - a lot of people 


will not pay. 

“We’ve got warrants on peo¬ 
ple where they’ve got 40 penalty 
charge notiees outstanding - 20 is 
not unusual. 

“I eouldn’t afford not to learn 
the message. 

“Some of those warrants will 
not be executed if people cannot 
be traeed or if they’re a vulnerable 
person - it then becomes revenue 
that is written off. 

“We will often get eontaeted by 
the individual and we direet them 
to Citizens Advice who liaise with 
them and if there is any question 
they are vulnerable the ticket is 
closed.” 

Operations direetor Zak Shell 
said the mobile camera car had 
yet to break even, saying there 
was a “small net eost” to the local 
authority at the moment. 

From April 2018 to Mareh 
2019 a total of 1,041 fines were 
issued based on parking violations 
detected by the ear. 

Mr Angel said the camera car 
patrolled 48 sehools in the eounty, 
visiting each one during term time 
around twice every month. 

He told eouneillors the car - 
called Roly Patroly after a six- 
year-old won a competition to 
name it - does not visit around 
three schools in the county as they 
either don’t have any zigzag lines 
outside them or they’re loeated 
down dead-end roads. 

During the meeting Cllr Norah 


Clarke said it would be better to 
have a sustained eampaign at a 
different school each week say¬ 
ing the message was not getting 
through in the eurrent format. 

She said: “People are still not 
learning that they’re not supposed 
to be parking illegally. 

“I hope the message gets across 
before a ehild is seriously injured. 

“Parents don’t think it will 
happen to little Johnny but it will.” 

Cllr Keith Edwards said if par¬ 
ents eould drive their children into 
the classroom they would. 

Ofiheers said they would look 
into potentially publishing the 
numbers of how many fines are 
being issued at which school on 
the eouneil’s website. 

Couneillors also want to see if 
the eouneil ean name and shame 
serial offenders who are con¬ 
stantly being fined. 

During the holiday period the 
car focuses more on other areas 
like pedestrian crossings and bus 
stops. 

Of the initial 1,041 fines issued 
in the eamera ear’s first year 216 
were challenged of which 55 were 
accepted. 

Meanwhile 10 fines reaehed 
the tribunal stage with two being 
upheld. 

The overview and serutiny com¬ 
mittee took place on November 
14.

A BUSINESS based in Bridgend has 
donated £10,000 to cancer charity CLIC 
Sargent after hearing of a young woman’s 
tragic story. 

Workers at Tokio Marine decided to make CLIC 
Sargent its charity of the year and pledged to raise 
vital funds after learning about the death of 21-year- 
old Nikki Lewis. 

Ms Lewis died in December 2011 from a serious 
chest infection after receiving treatment for Hodgkin 
lymphoma. 

Gavin Howells, an employee at Tokio Marine, 
nominated CLIC Sargent to become the company’s 
chosen charity after his partner’s dad fundraised by 
putting on a Christmas light display at his home. 

His successful nomination has led to the charity 
benefiting from a £10,000 donation and ongoing 
support to help children and young people facing 
cancer. 

Since Ms Lewis’ death, her family and friends 
have also raised thousands of pounds for the charity 
in her memory and inspired others to dmm up 


money. 

Ms Lewis’ mum, Christine Tucker, said: “Nikki 
was beautiful inside and out and was such a kind, 
big hearted, girl who would give her time to anyone. 

“We as a family had wonderful support from a 
lovely lady from CLIC Sargent, Mary-Ann, who was 
a social worker from the charity who we came to rely 
on. Nikki always enjoyed her visits. 

“Having gone through this tragic situation, we 
know exactly what it is like for other families, so 
we want to be able to help them by raising money.” 

She added: “When someone we love dies, we find 
it extremely difficult to accept, and it is very painful 
to live with the grief and loss. Doing charity events 
and raising money for good causes doesn’t take the 
hurt away, that will always be there, but it is about 
giving something back and keeping Nikki’s memory 
alive.” 

Some 220 children and young people in Wales are 
diagnosed with cancer each year and CLIC Sargent 
provides emotional, financial and practical support 
to families facing cancer. 

Tokio Marine employee Mr Howells said: “Over 


the last few years, my partner’s father Clive has dec¬ 
orated his house with Christmas lights to fundraise 
for CLIC Sargent. 

“Knowing Christine, he has seen the support of 
CLIC Sargent to the family and Nikki, and Clive had 
taken it upon himself to raise money for the charity 
and to help a cause not as well known as others. 

“ft is such a worthwhile charity and I was inspired 
to put the charity forward at Tokio Marine for 
Charity of the Year.” 

Tokio Marine, which employs nearly 50 people at 
its Bridgend office, is a specialty insurance group. 

Its managing director, Ian Rowles, said: “We 
ask staff every year to nominate a charity for our 
corporate support and we wanted something we 
could make a difference to. We are very pleased to 
support CLIC Sargent to help children and young 
people living with cancer.

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Early payment scheme for 
people committing 
environmental offences revealed 


Church concert raised 
£400 for ‘Dreams 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council is introduc¬ 
ing early payment 
schemes for people 
fined for a range 
of environmental 
offences. 

People will generally 
have 14 days to take 
advantage of the reduced 
rate which applies for 
offences such as littering 
and fly-tipping. 

However, there will 
be no discounted rate 
for dog fouling where a 
£100 fine is issued to 
owners who fail to pick 
up their dog’s mess, 
are unable to show they 
have poo bags with them 
when asked or fail to put 
their dog on a lead when 
asked to do so by an 
enforcement officer. 

Head of operations for 
community services Zak 
Shell said: “Education is 
the primary objective - 
we are not looking to 
raise money. A fixed 
penalty notice would be 
the last resort when it 
came to the presentation 
of waste receptacles 
- and only applied if 


someone insisted on 
continuing to do it in 
the wrong way. We are 
looking to educate and 
encourage appropriate 
behaviour.” 

He added: “There 
are other circumstances 
where something is 
obvious and purposeful 
like littering offences, 
where we will take a 
more proactive approach 
regarding fixed penalty 
notices.” 

Earlier this year, the 
local authority appointed 
the private contractor 
3GS to crack down on 
littering and dog fouling 
in the county. 

Failing to put rubbish 
bags in an appropriate 
place and putting too 
many bags out could 
see residents fined £100, 
reduced to £75 under the 
new scheme. 

It also places a respon¬ 
sibility on householders 
to ensure workmen they 
use are registered waste 
carriers if they are get¬ 
ting rid of material. 

Mr Shell said: “When 
you’re having a job car¬ 
ried out in your home, 
it’s very important^ 


householders use peo¬ 
ple who are registered 
household carriers so 
that they comply with 
the duty of care and take 
material to somewhere 
suitably licensed, as 
opposed to a rural lane in 
the county borough. 

“The onus is now on 
the householder as well 
as the person carrying 
the waste material 
away. I think there’s a 
little more work to do 
around raising awareness 
of this one and we are 
not looking to rush and 
stick a penalty notice on 
anyone.” 

Failing to comply 
with the duty of care 
in respect of household 
waste carries a £300 fine 
which will be reduced 
to £150 under the early 
payment scheme. 

The changes to 
BCBC’s environmental 
enforcement policy 
mean that: for littering 
offences, a £100 fine will 
be reduced to £75 if paid 
within 14 days. 

For putting rubbish out 
for collection too early or 
too late or placing it in 
a way which blocks the 


pavement, a £100 fine 
will be reduced to £75 if 
paid within 14 days. 

For fly-tipping, a 
£200 will be reduced to 
£120 - if paid within 10 
days of the date of the 
notice. 

A fine for failing to 
produce a waste carrier 
licence or producing a 
waste transfer note will 
be reduced from £300 
to £180 if paid within 
14 days. 

A fine for the unau¬ 
thorised distribution of 
literature on designated 
land will be reduced 
from £100 to £75 if paid 
within 14 days. 

A fine for failing to 
comply with the duty 
of care in respect of 
household waste will be 
reduced from £300 to 
£150 if paid within 14 
days. 

There is no early pay¬ 
ment discount for failing 
to comply with a Public 
Space Protection Order - 
this involves dog fouling 
offences. 

Fines are set at £100.

Councillor suggests 
compromise in sports pitch 


A BRIDGEND councillor 
has suggested sports clubs 
only take on sports pavil¬ 
ions under the commu¬ 
nity asset transfer (CAT) 
scheme promoted by the 
local authority, saying this 
alone would provide the 
necessary savings. 

The cabinet of Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) 
backed the policy to hike charges 
for sports pitches and pavilions 
recently, saying if clubs and 
organisations took responsibility 
for facilities through the CAT 
process they would not have to 
pay the increased fees. 

But Brackla ward councillor 
John Spanswick said the policy 
needed a lot more work. 

He said: “The council wants 
to save £438,000 from transfer¬ 
ring assets like sports pitches, 
pavilions and playgrounds over 
to organisations and reducing the 
number of times grass-cutting 
takes place. 

“But when those savings 
are broken down, £69k relates 
to playgrounds, £69k relates to 
grass-cutting and £300k is for 
sports pitches and pavilions. 


fee row 

“Looking at the figures, the 
£300,000 amount is actually just 
spent on sports pavilions which 
means there’s an option to just 
transfer the pavilions over and not 
have the massive increase in fees 
for sports pitches. 

“If clubs want to take on pitches 
then that’s fair enough but if they 
don’t, the savings target would 
still be met and pitches could still 
be mn by the council. 

“What’s got confusing is mix¬ 
ing up the £300,000 savings and 
the full cost recovery strategy - 
they’re two separate issues and 
they’re getting blurred.” 

Cllr Spanswick, who is chair¬ 
man of a scrutiny committee 
that has previously looked at the 
CAT transfer policy, said if the 
proposed £305 per game figure 
was multiplied by the number of 
games played last year it would 
come to double the savings target. 

He said: “I’m arguing that the 
charges should be related to what 
the saving is and not full cost 
recovery, which is a choice, as 
opposed to the £300,000 savings 
agreed by council when the 
budget was set. 

“If it’s just the saving the coun¬ 
cil is after, then we can save a lot 


of pain and work and sports clubs 
could look at the easier option 
of taking on the sports pavilions 
rather than being lumbered with 
pitch fees if they don’t want to 
take responsibility for them. 

“I spent 40 years working in 
parks in Rhondda Cynon Taf as 
well as other authorities - I have 
offered my time to work on get¬ 
ting a good solution.” 

He said: “The first time the fig¬ 
ures came out was in a September 
report and that’s when we asked 
how they were calculated. 

“I was shown a large spread¬ 
sheet for all the costs - I am now 
waiting to be sent them so I can 
analyse the data. 

“The key question is whether 
this is just about a budget saving 
or full cost recovery - if it’s the 
latter, then why is full cost recov¬ 
ery not being sought in other areas 
like arts, culture and leisure?” 

At a cabinet meeting on 
November 13, where cabinet 
confirmed its policy, the cabinet 
member for communities, Cllr 
Richard Young, said he was aware 
of the suggestion put forward by 
Cllr Spanswick and would look 
at it.

borough. 

“The pebbles featured 
eye-catching pictures on 
one side and the hash 
tag ‘safeguarding Wales’ 
on the other, and mem¬ 
bers of the publie were 
encouraged to seek them 
out and share photo¬ 
graphs on soeial media. 

“New Wales safe¬ 
guarding procedures 
were launehed to provide 
guidance for practition¬ 
ers, and specific train¬ 
ing sessions were held 
which highlighted the 
use of tools such as the 
‘Bright Sky’ app, which 
is designed to provide 
support and information 
for anyone who may 
be direetly experienc¬ 
ing or know someone 
who is suffering from 
domestie abuse, sexual 
abuse, stalking and 


harassment.” 

He added: 

“Safeguarding is every¬ 
one’s business, and we 
all have a role to play 
ineluding members in 
helping to help keep 
others safe. It is vital 
for everyone to be more 
aware of different types 
of harm, abuse and 
neglect, and to under¬ 
stand how to recognise 
the signs and dangers of 
it in others.

This will now not be 
reviewed again until the next 
administration; 

the time period for the 
submission of questions and 
motions will remain at 10 work¬ 
ing days. 

Opposition group leaders 
will not be allowed to make 
announeements due to the risk 
they eould become political 
statements. 

Councillors will not be able 
to question cabinet members 
or the chief executive on their 
announcements made at full 
council. 

The working group then 
made a series of further 
recommendations: 

The council leader’s report, 


which is read out at full council, 
will now be called an announce¬ 
ment instead, while the current 
announcements made by cabi¬ 
net members will be shortened. 

The period of notice for a 
call-in after publication of a 
decision will be extended from 
three working days to five 
working days. 

Any councillor who calls-in a 
decision will be excluded from 
the decision making at that 
committee, but will be invited to 
give evidence to the committee 
in support of the call-in request. 

Cllr Voisey said there were 
times that councillors should 
be able to question cabinet 
members in the public domain, 
adding that by changing the title 
of the council leader’s report 
into an announcement it would 


take away the ability of coun¬ 
cillors to question him. He said: 
“We have cabinet members who 
make announcements, some¬ 
times they’re political - this is 
a political chamber. 

“I don’t see why opposition 
members can’t make state¬ 
ments, if they’re political that’s 
the whole point of democracy.” 
He said evening meetings 
would encourage more people 
to become councillors and that 
two years down the line what 
was supposed to be a tempo¬ 
rary measure due to a lack of 
resources was now being made 
permanent, in terms of the 
submission of questions and 
motions remaining at 10 work¬ 
ing days rather than five. 

He said as a result of the 
review, councillors were now 


less able to stand up and raise 
their questions. 

Cllr Ken Watts (Independent) 
said: “We are feeling frustrated 
that we are not able to voice our 
opinion in this chamber when, 
and as often, as we would like.” 
Council leader Huw David said 
the role of councillors at full 
council was to make decisions, 
with opportunities for council¬ 
lors sitting on scrutiny commit¬ 
tees to ask questions. 

In the end councillors 
agreed the proposals, with an 
amendment put forward by 
Conservative councillor Tom 
Giffard that will ensure any 
scrutiny committee which scru¬ 
tinises a call-in decision will be 
politically-balanced.

Review of The Gondoliers at Grand Pavilion, Porthcawl,

COMMUNITY arts appear in 
many guises, from large scale 
events spread over days to tiny 
church hall performances or 
exhibitions. 

Many events achieve the engage¬ 
ment of local people in commitments 
of time and depth of support that

Few offer the 
sustained impact, continuity and joy 
that Mid Glamorgan Savoyards have 
achieved over the 25 years of their 
work for Porthcawl.

Brand new Aston Martin is 

unveiled 


Group 617 -

THE first Aston Martin model 
stamped with the ‘Made in 
Wales’ marque was officially 
unveiled to the world’s motor¬ 
ing press at a global launch in 
Beijing last week. 

The Aston Martin DBX is the 
ieonie ear manufaeturer’s first lux¬ 
ury SUV model and earries a priee 
tag of around £160,000 (US$189,900). 

It is the first vehiele to be manu- 
faetured in Wales in almost 50 years. 

In 2016, Aston Martin announeed 
it had seleeted St Athan for its see- 
ond manufaeturing faeility as part of 
a £200M investment in new produets 
and faeilities. The new manufaetur¬ 
ing eentre was seeured with support 
from Welsh Government against 
fieree eompetition from more than 20 
other potential loeations worldwide. 

The day before the Beijing event, 
there was a private unveiling at the 
eompany’s St Athan site, attended 
by Eeonomy Minister Ken Skates. 

The Minister said: “Seeing the 
eompany deliver its first vehicle out 
of Wales is a very proud moment 
for Aston Martin and for Wales. 

“Aston Martin’s decision to locate 
its new manufacturing facility in St 
Athan has been a huge vote of con¬ 
fidence in the Welsh Government’s 
can-do attitude and is a genuine tes¬ 
tament to the reputation, dedication 
and skills of our work force in Wales. 

“I am absolutely delighted 
that Aston Martin has taken 
the decision to make Wales its

Llantwit Major church celebrates its 200th anniversary

inside and out. 



BETHEL Baptist Church, in Durell Street, Llantwit 
Major, is celebrating its 200th anniversary this year, and 
has been repainted and given a ‘makeover’ so that it can 
continue and develop its community activities. 

The church is celebrating this weekend with a hog roast on Saturday 
(pro videdby F armers Pantry) at 4.3 0pm followedby a concert in the churc, 
and a special celebration service at 10.30am on Sunday, December 1. 

A church spokeswoman looked back on the history of Bethel Baptist. 

“In the winter of 1819, a small group of Baptists began to meet together 
weekly in Llantwit Major. In those early days. Bethel Baptist Church, 
was very much like that of the early church found in the New Testament. 

“They had no fixed meeting place and simply met in homes. 
They came to embody the tme definition of church, which is the 
gathering of followers of Jesus. As they simply lived out their 
faith in the community, the gathering grew and by 1830, they 
were able to build what we today call Bethel Baptist Church. 

“It’s been 200 years since that first little group began and today 
Bethel Baptist is still as vibrant and lively as it always has been. 

“The Church congregation continue to live out the 
purpose of reaching and meeting those in the commu¬ 
nity with the love of Jesus as expressed in the Bible.” 


Phil Hibbert, who has been minister of the church since 
2011, describes the church as follows: “Bethel is a happy and 
relaxed community of people who meet together to share the 
joys and struggles of life. As followers of Jesus, we realise 
just how much we all need support and acceptance. If you are 
looking for a place to belong then Bethel might just be for you. 

“Bethel is in the heart of Llantwit Major. We have 
groups for children and young people. We run a lunch club 
and afternoon tea for seniors. Alongside the other churches in 
Llantwit, we run the local Foodbank, which uses the building. 

“The Dementia Cafe is run from the church hall in conjunction with the 
Alzheimer’s Society. We have a friendly parent and toddler group and 
to this day we still continue to meet in home for prayer and Bible study. 

“As apart ofthe 200th anniversary celebrations, the chapel has recently 
undergone a major redecoration, making it ready for 21st Century life. 
Services on Sunday are like a family get together. There is laughter 
and fun. There are sometimes tears. There is always good discussion. 

“Life can sometimes be very challenging, whether you are young 
or old and it helps to have support and a place to belong. This is what 
church is about for those that attend Bethel. This is what church 
has been about for all two hundred years of Bethel’s existence. 

“Jesus once said, ‘Come to me all of you who are tired. You are 


like people who have worked for a long time. You are like people 
who have carried heavy things. Come to me. If you do that, you will 
find a place to rest. Do what I teach you to do. Listen to my message 
and learn from me what is true. I am very kind and I do not make 
myself important. I will help you. Then you will have peace in your 
mind. I will not tell you to do things that are too difficult. I will not 
tell you to carry anything that is too heavy for you.’ Matthew 11:28-30 

“At its heart this is the invitation that 
Bethel Baptist Church offers all who visit.” 

Individual members of the church also show their commit¬ 
ment to the community by serving as volunteers in organisations 
such as school governing bodies, on local groups of the town 
council and in groups seeking to bring help to those in need. 

The Church has had a long commitment to justice beyond Llantwit 
Major; for instance in 1833 members of the Church wrote to the 
Government in support of the abolition of the slave trade. This wider 
concern for those beyond Llantwit Major continues today as the Church 
supports key organisations within the Baptist family such as the train¬ 
ing of ministers at the Baptist College in Cardiff, missionary activities 
through BMS Word Mission, development work amongst some of 
the poorest people in the world, and emergency relief in disasters.”

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Do your bit to 
help protect otters 


IN order to help the otter pop¬ 
ulation in Wales survive and 
flourish, Natural Resources 
Wales (NRW) is asking people 
to spot and report dead otters 
as part of a UK-wide project. 

The Cardiff University Otter Project 
was set up in 1992 to autopsy dead 
otters, to map their genetic diversity, 
age and distribution across the UK, 
and to monitor pollution in rivers and 
streams. 

Information on otters is difficult 
to gather due to their elusive nature, 
however in order to support the spe¬ 
cies scientists need to build a picture 
of the health and spread of the native 
otter population. 

People are asked to report sightings 
of dead otters to NRW by calling 
03000 65 3000. 

NRW will then collect the body 
and deliver it to the Otter Project for 
analysis. 

Hannah Mitchell, conservation 
officer said: “If you spot a dead otter, 
take a photo and report it to NRW, giv¬ 
ing us as much detail as possible about 
its location, then the better chance we 
have of finding and collecting it. 

“When the university does an 
autopsy they look at a variety of 
things including weight and length; 
sex, age, reproductive status; teeth - 
wear, breakages, or signs of infection; 


abnormalities of abdominal and other 
organs. Your effort will help us to 
gather valuable information about this 
secretive species, which in turn will 
help our efforts to ensure their ongo¬ 
ing revival.” 

A dead otter was found in Bute 
Park, Cardiff, in October and has 
undergone an autopsy. 

Dr Eleanor Kean, research asso¬ 
ciate at the Cardiff University Otter 
Project: said: “We have known for 
several years now that otters are using 
the river Taff in central Cardiff. It 
seems as though this otter left the main 
river and used a canal that then goes 
underground. Otters tend not to like 
going underground. 

“It is likely this otter was unfamiliar 
with the area and left the water at 
this stage, trying to find where the 
water continues, rather than turning 
round to go back to the main river. 
Unfortunately, it died on the road. 

“For many years now, as otter pop¬ 
ulations are recovering, we are getting 
more and more reports of urban otters. 
However, in the 27-year history of the 
Cardiff University Otter Project, this is 
the closest otter carcass to have been 
found near to us in Cardiff. 

“Our data collected with NRW is 
used to inform where road mitigation 
is needed in order to prevent otter road 
traffic casualties; but this is the first in 
the city centre.”

She said: “Coming to Welsh classes 
has made a great difference to my mental 
health. I’m proof that it’s not too late to 
pick things up again. The time is now! 
Taking that first jump is the hardest 
part. The rewards of adult learning are 
absolutely worth it.” 

Having the opportunity to learn Welsh 
again was a key factor in Rhiannon 
Norfolk’s decision to move back to 
Wales. When she saw a job advertised 
in her field of health service evaluation, 
she applied, got the job and moved to 
Wales. 18 months later, she completed a 
fast-track foundation-level Welsh course 
at Penarth Learning Community, won 
an award for her inspiring attitude to 
learning, and is almost fiuent. She loves 
attending any activity in Welsh with 
Learn Welsh the Vale. 

“I felt really nervous going along but 
I was assured that I could build on the 
language skills I aheady had, despite 
them being rusty,” she said. 

“I worried I’d be so far behind every¬ 
one else with my very basic Welsh and 
that I hadn’t learned for 13 years, but 
it was brilliant. Everyone was so wel¬ 
coming and it’s amazing how much you 
remember. Learning Welsh has been a 
complete joy for me, I finally feel like 
I’m home. Learning gives me structure 
and a place to make friends.

Giving up on Welsh was always a regret 
and I wanted to sort that out, and I feel so 
fulfilled now that I have.”

Rhiannon. She said: “It is clear that other 



learners in class love to practice with her, 
she’s brilliant at encouraging them to say 
as much as they can. She’s a learner on a 
mission and she inspires others. 

“At Learn Welsh the Vale we enjoy 
welcoming all of our learners and helping 
them to learn Welsh at their pace. Our new 
Super Fast Track beginners’ course is an 
opportunity to learn quickly for adults who 
can come for two weeks before Christmas. 
In the new year the learners will have the 


choice to continue to learn quickly for 
one week a month, or join another class to 
attend every week.

Maybe a work 
place would release staff in order to upskill 
their team.

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15,000 pieces of litter cleared from 
Welsh beaches as part of major 
clean-up operation 


THE Marine 
Conservation 
Society (MCS) has 
released the results 
of its most recent 
Great British Beach 
Clean, a UK-wide 
weekend of coastal 
cleaning which has 
been running for 26 
years. 

Volunteers at the Great 
British Beach Clean not 
only clear the beaches of 
litter, but become ‘citi¬ 
zen scientists’ and record 
what they find, providing 
valuable data on what’s 
polluting our beaches. 

This year, 30 beach 
cleans and litter surveys 
took place across Wales, 
with over 700 local vol¬ 
unteers getting involved 
to remove more than 
15,000 litter items from 
Welsh beaches. 

MCS’ 26 years of 
data has shown a con¬ 
cerning upward trend of 
glass bottles on the UK 
coastline. 

In 1994, when the 
first Great British Beach 
Clean took place, an 
average of two glass bot¬ 
tles were found per 100m 
of Welsh beach: in 2019 


that figure has grown to 
an average of eight glass 
bottles per 100m - a stag¬ 
gering 412% increase! 

This data illustrates 
the urgent need for the 
implementation of a 
Deposit Return Scheme 
(DRS) which would 
include not just plastic 
bottles, but also glass 
bottles and cans. 

Gill Bell, head of 
Conservation Wales said: 
“Last year’s consultation 
on a DRS for England, 
Wales and Northern 
Ireland received an 
overwhelmingly positive 
response, with 208,000 
responses in favour. 
Disappointingly, pro¬ 
gress has stalled, with 
UK Government calling 
for further consultations 
and evidence. 

“This year’s Great 
British Beach Clean data 
really speaks for itself, 
showing how important 
an all-inclusive DRS is 
to reduce the volume of 
drink containers we’re 
seeing. 

“We urge the Welsh 
Government to join the 
40 countries worldwide 
with effective DRS in 
place and implement 
an all-inclusive Deposit 


Return Scheme as soon 
as possible.” 

Per 100m of Welsh 
beach, 474.9 litter items 
were found in 2019. 

While plastic pieces 
remain the most preva¬ 
lent form of beach litter, 
there are many items 
becoming increasingly 
common on Welsh 
beaches. 

For example, in 1994, 
there were no wet wipes 
recorded on Welsh 
beaches, whereas in 
2019, an average of eight 
wet wipes per 100m of 
beach were recorded. 

With effective policy 
and support from busi¬ 
ness, the tide of litter 
which blights Welsh 
beaches can be stemmed. 

Following the imple¬ 
mentation of the 5p 
carrier bag charge, there 
has been a 13% decrease 
in the number of plastic 
bags on Welsh beaches 
since all countries 
introduced the charge in 
2015, which is a fantas¬ 
tic example of policy at 
work. 

The five most com¬ 
mon items per 100m of 
Welsh beach: 

1. Plastic/polystyrene 
pieces (0-50cm) - 162.4

2, Plastic/polystyrene fishing net 
(small) - 40,9 per 100m. 

3, Cigarette stubs - 32.6 per 100m, 

4. Plastic/polystyrene fishing line 
- 27.3 per 100m, 

5. Packaging (crisps, sweets, lollies 
and sandwiches) - 20.9 per 100m. 

For the purposes of the Great British 
Beach Clean, data analysis for the UK 
is divided into England (including 
the Isle of Man), Wales, Scotland, 
Northern Ireland and the Channel 
Islands. 

This year, England had the highest 
litter density; Wales had the third 
highest litter density, but lower than 
the UK average. 

Lizzie Prior, Beachwatch officer 
said: “Great British Beach Clean 
data over the last 26 years has been 
instrumental in pushing for policies 


and initiatives which have made a real 
change to the marine environment. 
We hope that this year’s data, when 
compared with the state of the UK’s 
beaches 26 years ago, will encourage 
even more people to get involved 
in our year round Beachwatch pro¬ 
gramme to help us gather important 
data and keep the UK’s beaches beau¬ 
tiful for generations to come.” 

Thanks to the support of players of 
People’s Postcode Lottery, the Marine 
Conservation Society’s Beachwatch 
programme can conduct beach cleans 
year-round, gathering data which sup¬ 
ports the charity’s campaigning to stop 
marine pollution at source.

‘drowning’ of the village 
of Capel Celyn in the 
1960s to provide a water 
supply for the people of 
Liverpool. 

Inspired by the 
damage inflicted upon 
the original wall in 
Llanrhystud earlier this 
year, Cofiwch Dryweryn: 
Cymru ’n Deffro - Wales 
Awakening was written 
by author and actress 
Mari Emlyn from Y 
Felinheli. 

“We are indebted to 


the young people who 
went and rebuilt and 
then repainted the wall in 
Llanrhystud. 

“Perhaps the vandals 
did us a favour, as a mass 
patriotic awakening has 
snowballed as a result of 
their heinous act. 

“Even when some of 
these new murals have 
been defaced, the Welsh 
people have returned 
quietly, and with dignity, 
to repaint their tributes.” 

The book includes 32 
images of walls across 
Wales, including Cardiff, 
Clydach and Bridgend. 
Alongside the images 
readers are reminded 
of the tragedy of the 
‘drowning’ of Capel 
Celyn’s school, homes 
and community through 
the words of three resi¬ 
dents living there during 
the tragic time. 

The book is now avail¬ 
able from Y Lolfa and all 
book shops.

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An intriguing whodunnit - and a 
modern take on Charlie and his Angels 


DAMON Smith reviews the 
latest film releases. 

This week: an eccentric private 
detective (Daniel Craig) investigates the 
suspicious death of a famous novelist 
(Christopher Plummer) in the tongue-in- 
cheek whodunit Knives Out... and Kristen 
Stewart, Naomi Scott and Ella Balinska 
restore girl power to the action-packed 
revamp of Charlie’s Angels.

Knives Out (12A, 130 mins) Thriller/ 
Drama/Comedy/Romance. Daniel Craig, 
Chris Evans, Ana de Armas, Jamie Lee

After the creative misstep of Star Wars 
Episode VIII: The Last Jedi, writer-direc¬ 
tor Rian Johnson returns to the detective 
genre, which served him well for his 
award-winning 2005 debut feature Brick, 
to pay loving tribute to Agatha Christie 
with a tongue-in-cheek country house 
whodunit. 

Knives Out assembles a starry cast of 
prime suspects including Chris Evans, 
Jamie Lee Curtis, Toni Collette and 
Michael Shannon and cleverly conceals 
the murderer’s identity until a classic final 
act revelation. 

Johnson’s script lovingly embraces the 
tropes of a murder mystery while fishing 
for red herrings, assembling the accused 
in a wood-panelled drawing room for 
a private detective’s pithy summation, 
replete with overlapping flashbacks. 

Curiously, the film’s weakest link is 
the brilliant mind in charge of the case: 
a dashingly tailored sleuth played by 
Daniel Craig with a hammy accent fried 
in the same Deep South swamp as Steven 
Soderbergh’s 2017 caper Lucky Logan, 
in which Craig played a heavily tattooed 
convict. 

It’s a self-consciously showy turn a 
la Hercule Poirot without the Belgian’s 
psychological and emotional complexity. 

Supporting performances are more 


convincing, including Collette’s droll 
lifestyle doyenne and Ana de Armas’s 
nurse, who is the only member of the 
household to shed tears when her mas¬ 
ter shifts his mortal coil in suspicious 
circumstances. 

Wealthy crime novelist Harlan 
Thrombey (Christopher Plummer) pre¬ 
sides over a motley crew of dysfunctional 
relatives, who have their beady eyes on 
his vast fortune. 

These self-serving loved ones include 
his daughter Linda (Curtis) and her hus¬ 
band Richard (Don Johnson), son Walter 
(Shannon) and his wife Do nn a (Riki 
Lindhome), widowed daughter-in-law 
Joni (Collette) and the three grandchil¬ 
dren: Ransom (Evans), Megan (Katherine 
Langford) and Jacob (Jaeden Martell). 

The cantankerous old coot invites his 
kin to an 85th birthday party at his large 
mansion but festivities are cut short by 
arguments and recriminations. 

Later that same night, after doting 
carer Marta Cabrera (de Armas) has 
given Harlan his medication, the novelist 
apparently commits suicide by slitting his 
throat with a ceremonial dagger. 

Detective Lieutenant Elliott (Lakeith 
Stanfield) and Trooper Wagner (Noah 
Segan) attend the scene to deduce the 
chain of events leading to the homeown¬ 
er’s grim demise. 

Quixotic private detective Benoit Blanc 
(Daniel Craig) hovers in the background, 
closely observing family members 
including Great Nana (K Callan). 

“I would like to request that you all 
stay until the investigation is completed,” 
purrs the detective as he gathers evi¬ 
dence to paint a very different picture of 
Harlan’s final moments. 

Knives Out enjoys pulling the rug from 
under us as characters’ ulterior motives 
are exposed with flashes of directorial 
brio. 

Pieces of an elaborate puzzle slot 
satisfyingly into place as the ensemble 
cast have fun with their colourful roles, 
concealing deviousness and greed behind 
angelic smiles. 

Many suspects fall from grace with a 
thud but Johnson’s entertaining picture 
stays firmly upright.

In 2015, Elizabeth Banks was in fine 
voice behind the camera of Pitch Perfect 
2, propelling the feelgood sequel to 
bumper box office takings and a clutch 
of awards. 

She is a safe pair of hands to harmonise 
script and direction of this outlandish 
globe-trotting escapade based on the pop¬ 
ular 1970s TV series, which promoted 
a brand of girl power distinguished by 
fabulously coiffed hair and fetishistic 
figure-hugging couture. 

Core messages of female empower¬ 
ment and sisterly solidarity thrum in 
every lovingly glossed frame, including 
an opening titles sequence comprising 
a montage of girls and women flexing 
muscles and intellects. 

Banks’s script gleefully punishes male 
characters who underestimate the titular 
heroines and expects her high-kicking 
Angels to weather as many crunching 
blows to the face as the nameless hulking 
henchmen they must disable to save the 
world. 

It’s equal opportunities bruising with 
a theatrical flourish, garnished with 
male eye candy - a handsome scientist 
(Noah Centineo), a spiritual and physical 
well-being guru (Luis Gerardo Mendez) - 
whose lingering presence barely troubles 
the gossamer-thin plot. 

Set pieces frequently nod to chau¬ 
vinistic dinosaur James Bond (a close 
encounter with a rock crusher echoes 
Licence To Kill) including an intention¬ 
ally clumsy pun borrowed wholesale 
from Thunderball. 

After 40 years of dedicated service. 


John Bosley (Sir Patrick Stewart) retires 
as senior controller of the Los Angeles- 
based Townsend Agency, which operates 
under the aegis of the enigmatic Charlie 
(voiced by Robert Clotworthy). 

John leaves the agency in rude health 
with elite female operatives, known 
as Angels, stationed around the globe, 
fulfilling orders of loyal lieutenants all 
codenamed Bosley. 

In John’s absence, another Bosley 
(Djimon Hounsou) assumes control of a 
Hamburg rendezvous with whistleblower 
Elena Houghlin (Naomi Scott), who has 
evidence that the Calisto energy conser¬ 
vation project pioneered by philanthropist 
Alexander Brok (Sam Claflin) can be 
hacked for nefarious means. 

“There is the possibility for the har¬ 
monic frequency to be reversed,” she 
warns. 

The meeting descends into bullet-rid¬ 
dled chaos and two plucky Angels 
- former MI6 agent Jane Kano (Ella 
Balinska) and heiress jailbird Sabina 
Wilson (Kristen Stewart) - intervene to 
save Elena from tattooed assassin Hodak 
(Jonathan Tucker). 

The ladies regroup with a third Bosley 
(Elizabeth Banks), who tasks the trio 
with infiltrating Brok’s offices to steal the 
remaining Calisto devices before they can 
be weaponised. 

Cue various costume changes, hand- 
to-hand combat and a sequin-studded 
dance routine to a groovy remix of Donna 
Summer’s disco anthem ‘Bad Girls’. 

Charlie’s Angels blends a familiar 
cocktail of explosive stunts and wry 
humour with minimum characterisation 
and narrative outlay. 

Stewart, Balinska and Scott are 
appealingly feisty and imprint distinct 
personalities onto their ethnically diverse 
saviours but their on-screen camaraderie 
is disappointingly undernourished. 

Banks shamelessly panders to nostal¬ 
gia with throwaway cameos by former 
Angels over the end credits.

A wronged woman seeks brutal revenge 
against her tormentor in 19th-century 
Australia in writer-director Jennifer 
Kent’s deeply unsettling thriller. 

Irish convict Clare (Aisling Franciosi) 
serves a cruel and unforgiving master. 
Lieutenant Hawkins (Sam Claflin), who 
refuses her request to leave so she can be 
reunited with her husband and child. 

Hawkins punishes Clare’s insolence 
with horrific sexual violence that almost 
breaks her spirit. 

When Hawkins leaves to visit 
Launceston, guided by Uncle Charlie 
(Charlie Jampijinpa Brown), Clare hires 
a Letteremairrener man called Billy 
(Baykali Ganambarr) to help stalk her 
prey. 

As Clare travel across Van Diemen’s 
Land in Billy’s company, she confronts 
her prejudice head on and realises that her 
black guide has suffered just as badly as 
her at the hands of white men.

Jonathan Pryce and Sir Anthony 
Hopkins are both tipped for Oscar con¬ 
sideration for their powerhouse perfor¬ 
mances in director Fernando Meirelles’s 
award-winning biographical drama, 
which charts a pivotal moment in the 
history of the Catholic church. 

Following the death of Pope Jean Paul 
II in April 2005, the College of Cardinals 
gathers to elect a successor. 

Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger (Hopkins) 
and Cardinal Jorge Bergoglio (Pryce) 
are among the contenders and the former 
eventually wins after four ballots. 

He takes the name Pope Benedict XVI 
and advocates a return to fundamental 
Christian values. 

Unexpectedly, the Pope summons 
Cardinal Bergoglio to the Vatican for a 
private audience. 

He reveals that he intends to resign 
the position and hopes that Bergoglio 
will consider standing to become his 
successor. 

Behind closed doors, the two men 
debate matters of faith and the human 
spirit, overcoming their differences as 
the future of the Catholic church hangs 
in the balance.
